The family 
moved to Cleveland, Ohio when he was six years old where they lived until moving to 
Wellington, Ohio when Mr. Larabee was in the ninth grade. He graduated from Well- 
ington High School in June of 1941. 

Mr. Larabee was in the U.S. Army from October 1942 until January 1946 serving 
in the South Pacific for two years on the staff of General Douglas MacArthur. 

After his discharge from the U.S. Army, Mr. Larabee attended Ashland College, 
majoring in business education.

Maybe it was the weather. 
Pirates have always been as- 
sociated wth water, while Fal- 
cons usually try to avoid it. 
Then, again, it might have 
been the fact that the Black 
River defense just wouldn’t let 
the Hillsdale offense get rolling. 
Whatever the reason, the Pir- 
ates celebrated the end of the 
football season last night 
at Hillsdale’s expense,  salt- 
ing the tails of their 
feathered Firelands Con- 
ference foes, 14-0, before a thor- 
oughly drenched and unhappy 
group of Falcon fang last night.’ 





The win, the Pirates’ second 
of the season, gave the River- 
men a 2-7 record for the ‘year/ 
and a 2-5 record in conference: 
play. The loss dropped Hills-' 
dale’s record to a 2-4-3 for the 
year, putting the Pirates ahead 
of the Falcons in the standings. 
The win also assured the Pir- 
ates that should hapless Berlin 
Heights win its final game, the 
Tigers would still be the tail- 
enders in the Firelands league, 
marking the first time River 
has not occupied that position 
since it joined. 

The weather wasn’t really 
ideal, and it kept the game a 
defensive battle. Hillsdale, how- 
ever, got beyond the 50-yard line 
into River territory only once, 
on a drive that died on the 21- 
yard line with only seconds left | 
in the first half. Hillsdale never | 
got close again. |

Kast moved the ball slightly, 
then Pomeroy rolled to his left 
behind a solid wall of block- 
ers, and rambled into the end 
zone with the first score of the 
night. There was one minute left 
in the period and a similar play 
was diagnosed on the conver- 
sion, and River took a 6-0 lead. 


Hillsdale marched right back 
down field, in its only effective 
effort of the night, mostly on 
the basis of an excellent third 
man trap play that worked to 
perfection against the River de- 
fense. But, that defense stiffened 
and held on a fourth down ef- 
fort on the River 21 with 12 
seconds left in the half, and-the 
Pirates ran out the clock.
